T. S. Hindo.
Among the many "substantials" to

our mercantile interests of Oregon, as
well as Holt county, none stand any
stronger than T. S. Hinde, who has
been in the drug business in our city
since 1372, when he opened up a stock
ot drugs in the old Beaumont property
on the north side ot the square. He re-
mained in this building but aebort time.
When he moved to larger quarters in n
building in the old Kelley hotel prop-
erly near by. Here he remained un-
til 1873 when he moved his stock to the
east side of the square in a building
joining theschulte Bros., store on the
south, nnd was known as the Bailey
building. In 1877, William Hawkins
erected the brick store building now
occupied by Zachman & Co., grocers,
and on its completion Mr. Hinde leased
the building and occupied it for a num-
ber of years.In 1SS7 he admitted J.C.Phil-bric- k

to partnership and the firm was
known as Hinde & Philbrick up to 1893,
when Mr. Philbnck became tho owner of
the stock. Mr. Hinde's long and success-
ful business career would not allow him
to remain out of business, and in March,
1S91, he opened up a new stock of drugs
in the room now occupied by him, on
the north side ot the square he owning
his own building and also the building
just westot him and originally built by
M . Hawkins.

Mr. Hinde was born in Mt Vernon,
Illinois, April 21, 1817, and a short time
after his father enlisted in the Mexican
war. After the war was over he and his
family moved to White county, Jlilnois,
where his father held the position of
recorder and circuit clerk for twelve
years.

Iu 1867 he
married Mias Flora A. Thompson, ot
Carmi, Ills., and shortly after moved to
Savannah, Mo., where for three months
he taught school, nnd afterwards" en-

gaged in the grocery business, then in
the drug busiue's until 1S72, when he
became a citizen ot Oregon. He enjoys
tho best of health, and has never been
"bad sick." enjoying life about as well
as the next man. He has one ot the
nicest homes in tho county, nnd sur-
rounded by nn intelligent and refined
family. The family is composed of
wife and seven children, 5 boys and 2
girls, his daughter, Mrs. Dennis Boham
residing nt Corning, Iowa, His oldest
son, William ia married, and resides
here, assisting his father in the business,
and is a graduate of the Kansas City
School ot Pharmacy. Mr. Hinde in his
long business career, has not forgotten
the old saws, "make hay while the sun
shines," or "prepare for a rainy day,"
has a very clever bank account, a few
mortgnges, etc., nnd may in overy sense
of tho word bo considered ono ot the
substantial financial men of Holt coun-
ty, Mid The Sentinei, hopes that he
and his excellent family may live long
to enjoy his accumulations.
